Public will have its say 


T he doors of Laura Secord 
School, which is not only an 
historic building but has been 
a wonderful place for children to 
learn for almost 100 years, will soon 
close for good. 

Discussion has already begun 
about possibilities for the heritage- 
designated building. 

Planning director Stephen Bedford 
assures us it would require rezoning 
for anything other than a school. 

It would also require permission 
from council for a developer to 
demolish it, and anyone considering 
purchasing the property would 
understand development would 
require a planning process that 
would include involvement from a 
public that would be outraged at the 
notion of demolition. 

The Queenston Secondary Plan, 
approved before the closure of the 
school was announced but in antici¬ 
pation of its eventual demise, put 


guidelines in place to preserve the 
historic portion of the building and 
the playground as open space. 

To keep it as a neighbourhood 
park, the town would likely have to 
come to some arrangement to 
acquire the property. 

The process that will determine 
the eventual development of the 
Queenston property begins when it 
goes up for sale. And as an aside, it 
took more than 20 years for an 
acceptable plan for Queenston’s 
Willowbank Estate to be developed, 
thanks to the passionate involve¬ 
ment of its neighbours. 

Residents are understandably con¬ 
cerned about the future of the prop¬ 
erty, though not all are in agree¬ 
ment. But the one factor that weighs 
in their favour is that they will have 
their say. Then, they have to hope. 

It might be wise to start thinking 
about the future of that property as 
an important election issue.

Can Laura Secord 
School be saved? 

If a house suddenly disap¬ 
peared in Toronto, people 
there might react with an 
indifferent “so what” 

But when the same thing 
happens in tiny Queenston, 
people here are saying “what 
on earth is going on?” 

The McClosky home has 
been lived in and part of vil¬ 
lage life for close to 200 year. 
It was not a grand house but 
typified the architecture and 
style of village life in the 
1820s. The later addition to 
it blended in well and 
enhanced its overall appear¬ 
ance. It was a quaint, lovely 
cottage ]on the edge of our 
main street, as was the 
building practice then, and 
added appreciably to the 
historic streetscape. It was 
one of the precious few his¬ 
toric homes left in the village 
with a porch and admired 
greatiy by visitors and resi¬ 
dents alike. 

Late last fall our municipal 
heritage committee sur¬ 
veyed the building and 
agreed that the oldest por¬ 
tion was worthy of being 
preserved. The more recent 
addition was not as impor¬ 
tant and could be removed. 


developer/owner 
was left with the 
decision—preserve 
the structure and build one 
new home on the other half 
of the lot or perhaps find a 
way to dispose totally of the 
home and build two new 
homes. Financially what do 
you think the decision was? 

The heat and services 
were turned off and the 
building was left to the 
vagaries of the winter. This 
was probably the first time in 
200 years that the home was 
left unheated. 

By the spring, a mere four 
months later, our municipal 
heritage committee inexpli¬ 
cably deemed the house 
unlivable and unworthy of 
being preserved. Soon after 
a sign was erected depicting 
two new homes were to be 
built at a cost of close to $1 
million. Its death notice was 
being announced. 

No demolition sign had to 
be erected; the villagers 
would not have a chance to 
put up a defence. Within 
days, a backhoe appeared 
and in one day pulverized 
the structure and hauled it to 
the dump. 

So much for the value of 
the motherhood statements 
about preserving our her¬ 
itage as proposed in our 
recent Secondary Plan. It 
encouraged i nfillin g, but not 


in this fashion. Once our 
built heritage is gone it is lost 
forever. Two new structures 
in the centre of our village 
will never fill the void of 
what has been lost. 

Our Municipal Heritage 
Committee need only 
observe the Fritz-Brown 
House across the street to 
see a splendid example of 
reclaiming our past, or the 
extensive work on the old 
rectory, opposite the village 
school. These restorations 
show how proud some 
Queenston residents are of 
our history and built her- 

It does not appear ade¬ 
quate for our appointed her¬ 
itage people to only deter¬ 
mine if a property is worthy 
of preservation. They need 
also to develop a strategy 
and be given the power to 
make it possible. 

If the destruction of one of 
our heritage properties can 
be so swift and easily accom¬ 
plished, we in the village 
should be prepared to 
mount a 24/7 watch over our 
1912 school building, which 
becomes vacant soon. 

This writer can imagine 
countless developers salivat¬ 
ing at the prospects possible 
for that large central proper¬ 
ty-

many delightful pleasures of 
being a grandma, 1 will also 
feel a little heartache for all 
the joys of grandmother- 
hood my mother never got to 
experience. 

But this year will be differ¬ 
ent. My friend and fellow- 
Advance staff member Karen 
Skeoch and I have signed on 
for the Walk to End Women’s 
Cancer —that two-day, 60- 
km trek through Toronto that 
each year raises money for 
Princess Margaret Hospital's 
cancer institute. 

We’ve bought new running 
shoes and pink T-shirts, 
we’ve started training and 
now have to raise some 
money. 

Last year's event—it used 
to be the Weekend to End 
Breast Cancer—saw 4,616 
participants raise $11.6 mil¬ 
lion in just two days. And all 
they had to do was walk. A 
long way, granted, but worth 
every step of the way. 


This year’s walk takes place 
the weekend of Sept 11—my 
mother’s birthday—and 12, 
which is really what made me 
decide this was my time to do 
it, after years of wanting to 
participate but being scared 
off by the fact that every walk¬ 
er must raise at least $2,000. 

Karen didn’t hesitate— 
she’s not overly intimidated 
by the fundraising, since as 
an ad salesperson she has 
spent the last 20 years asking 
people for money, and she is 
excited to be participating, 
and training for the event. 

Karen has a long list of 
people close to her who have 
battled breast cancer- 
including her mother-in-law, 
an aunt, a cousin, and a good 
friend who can be counted as 
survivors. 

Each time she begins a 
training walk, she says, as she 
takes her first few steps she 
thinks about each one of 
them—in particular, her 
mother-in-law, who has 
since passed away from an 
aneurism. 

“She was an awesome per¬ 
son and I miss her dearly,” 
Karen says. “I'm proud to be 
part of an event that has con¬ 
tributed to the stories of so 
many survivors.” 

Those batdes with breast 
cancer that had a good out¬ 
come can be attributed to all 
that has been accomplished 


by breast cancer research. 

But we need many more of 
those success stories. 

Across Canada this year, an 
estimated 8,200 new cases of 
gynecologic cancers will be 
diagnosed. While Weekend 
funds continue to support 
innovative research, treat¬ 
ments and prevention pro¬ 
grams for breast cancer, pro¬ 
ceeds now also finance dis¬ 
coveries to better treat gyne¬ 
cologic cancers. 

We all know someone who 
has been through that dread¬ 
ful roller-coaster of turmoil 
and dread when faced with a 
cancer diagnosis. Hopefully, 
you will never hear those 
words yourself, or have to 
navigate a loved one through 
the upside-down world that 
follows. 

We are feeling proud and 
grateful to be part of such a 
huge, successful event that 
we know has made a differ¬ 
ence, and will continue to 
make a difference, to the 
health of all women. 

We both have daughters— 
I’m also the happy grandma 
of an adorable little grand¬ 
daughter—and we hope for 
them, and all daughters and 
granddaughters, a life free 
from the fear of a cancer 
diagnosis.

Five per cent of us will experi¬ 
ence anxiety disorder at some 
point in our lives. 


It’s one of the most prevalent 
of all mental health issues in 
Canada, second only to sub¬ 
stance abuse. 

The diagnosis for generalized 
anxiety disorder, says Dr. Bill 
Brown of the local InfoHealth 
series, is excessive anxiety or 
worry more days than not for at 
least six months, and difficulty 
controlling the anxiety. 

Symptoms can include rest¬ 
lessness, feeling easily fatigued, 
difficulty concentrating, irritabil¬ 
ity or suffering from disturbed 
sleep, and can impair social, 
occupational or other areas of 


life, says Dr. Brown. 

Social anxiety is even more 
prevalent, affecting about 12 per 
cent of people, who will suffer a 
persistent fear of social situa¬ 
tions, and may experience panic 
attacks. 

It differs from “shyness” in its 
severity and pervasiveness, and 
can result in sufferers avoiding 
meetings, classes and work. 

Many patients suffering from 
anxiety also experience major 
depression, panic disorder and 
alcohol abuse, he said. 

Dr. Brown will be speaking 
about anxiety disorder at the
